Harvard and C.I.A. at Impasse 


‘Over Secret Work by the Faculty

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Aug.:3 —— Har- 
vard University and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, despite a year of negotia- 
tions, are at an impasse over the univer-. 
sity’s attempt to ban secret operations 
> and recruiting by faculty members. 

The disagreement, which has implica- 
tions for all colleges and universities, 
centers on guidelines that Harvard 
adopted last year after disclosures about 
the C.1.A.'s campus activities. - : 

The guidelines; which permit profes- 
sors to work for the intelligence agency if 
itis done openly, also require that a Har- 
vard person employed by the C.LA. 
should not give the agency the name of 
another Harvard person as a potential re- 
cruit without the consent of that individu.

 Derek.C. Bok, president of Harvard, 
said that the failure of the intelligence 
agency to make certain guarantees to in- 
stitutions of higher education “under- 
mines the trust and quality of communt- 
cations between professors and students” 
and “‘puts academic work abroad under a 
cloud.” .
